Rock Island freight train No. 94, 
consisting of thirty cars, loadec 
with stock bound east, met a specia 
of an engine and a caboose in a 
head-on collision about three miles 
east of Randolph, in Clay county, 
about 10 o’clock last night, and 
four trainmen were killed. 
Both engines were totally de­ 
molished, and the wreckage was 
thrown for several hundred yards. 
The cars of the stock train were 
turned over and hundreds of cattle 
were killed. 
The stock train was going east 
at full speed, says the Kansas City 
Journal, and the supposition is 
that the “ bob-tail” was running 
without orders, although this was 
not confirmed by officials. 
The 
collision occurred at a curve in the 
track, and while the headlight of 
each engine must have been seen 
by the other engineer before they 
came together, it is believed that, 
as the Wabash tracks run parallel 
to those of the Rock Island, each 
engineer thought the train ap­

Travel on the Wabash was de­

BURIED TREASURE. 


Statements of a Paper Read Before the 
British Archeological Society . 
A paper by Mr. W. J. And rews, en­ 
titled ^‘Bu ried Treasu re: Some Tra­ 
d itions, Record s and Facts,” was read 
by Rev . H. J. D. Astley , accord ing 
to the Lond on Athenaeu m. Trad i­ 
tion withou t tru th is worthless, and 
v erification of ancient trad ition and 
record is as remarkable as it is in­ 
teresting. On accou nt of a trad ition 
which mu st hav e su rv iv ed from the 
bronze age, at least, the missing treas­ 
u re chest of Bu ckton castle — an 
earthwork following the natu ral lines 
of the su mmit of that hill near ^foss- 
ley —was in 17 30 the object of d ili­ 


gent search with pick and shov el. The 
trad ition is, as u su al, in rhy me. Al- 
Íhou gh the search then was u nsu c- 
cessiu l, y et abou t a centu ry ago acci­ 
d ent d isclosed some v erification of the 
legend , for in making the road at the 
loot of the camp a qu antity of gold 
bead s were d iscov ered , and ex amined 
on the spot by the grand father of 
the writer, who was mu ch interested 
ill su ch antiqu ities. 
Two ancient trad itions still hang 
ov er the old world town of Ribches- 
ter, some nine miles from Preston. 
One of thes-e is that its great Roman 
camp was finally ov erthrown by the 
Piets and Scots and bu rned ov er the 
head s of its d efend ers. Recent ex ca­ 
v ations hav e in a measu re giv en su p­ 
port to the story , for masses of char­ 
coal remains (in some cases inter­ 
spersed with lu inian bones) were met 
with in all qu arters of the eani]), au d 
18 months ago 3fr. Garsfang (-«aijie 
u pon the granary , the whole contents 
of wld cli appeared to hav e jiassed 
throu gh tlic ord eal of fire. The other 
and better known trad ition, v iz.: 
It is w ritten u pon a wall in Rome, 
“R ibchester w^iis as rich as any town In 
Christend om e,” 
somewhat tax es ou r cred u lity ; nev ­ 
ertheless, it is cu riou s that 
here 
shou ld hav e been fou nd the finest 
specinu m of its 
kind , in lionian 
bronze workmanship, ev er d iscov ered 
eitlier in this or any other cou ntry , 
v iz., the so-called helmet, now in the 
British mu seu m, which, howev er, is 
not a helmet, bu t the head of a statu e 
wearing a helmet. 
The old rhy ming trad ition of Rib- 
chester's wealth may hav e also re­ 
ferred to the v ast treasu res of Ciier- 
d ale, d iscov ered only abou t sev en 
miles from the town. Here, in 1S40, 
the remains of a lead en cliest were 
fou nd , containing some 10,000 silv er 
coins and abou t 1,(HJ0 ou nces of sil­ 
v er ingots, Danish treasu re, for the 
great bu lk of them had been issu ed 
by the Danish kings of Xorthu mbria. 
At Nottingham, in 18 8 0, a remark­ 
able d iscov ery of coins was mad e 
which is intfliiat^ly connected with 
a passage in the continu ation of Flor­ 
ence of Worcesters “Chronicle,” re­ 
gard ing what seems to be the v ery 
incid ent which ex plains the loss of 
the treasu re. A pecu liar featu re of 
this Nottingham find is that all the 
coins hav e been su bjected to intense 
heat, and are blistered and cockled 
by fire. They were fou nd in the base­ 
ment of an old bu ild ing d u ring ex ­ 
cav ations for enlarged cellarage, and 
mostly belong to the reign of King 
Stephen. 
The chronicler, after d e­ 
tailing the su d d en attack u pon Not­ 
tingham by the earl of Glou cester, in 
1141, relates that a wealthy towns­ 
man was mad<3 ])risoner and com­ 
pelled to giv e lip his money . He con­ 
d u cted the plu nd erers to his cellar, 
and while they were engaged in break­ 
ing open d oors and locks he contriv ed 
to make his escape, locked them all 
in, and set fire to his hou se.

differ ent tr ades. 
In the after noon Gover nor D ock­ 
er y and other s addr essed a cr owd 
of 6,000 per sons in the par k. 
In 
par t Gover nor Docker y said : 
The United States and the state 
of Missour i have both r ecognized 
the dignity of Amer ican labor by 
designating 
the 
fir st Monday of 
September of each year as Labor 
D a y and a public holiday. 
It was 
my pleasing pr ivilege while a r epr e­ 
sentative 
in congr ess to suppor t 
the bill establishing a national la­ 
bor day, and I may be par doned in 
this connection 
for 
stating that 
dur ing the sixteen year s I had the 
high honor 
of 
r epr esenting 
the 
splendid Thir d 
Missour i 
distr ict 
I suppor ted ever y measur e asked 
by or ganized 
labor 
which was 
r epor ted favor ably by the commit­ 
tee on labor of the house of r epr e- 
sentatiues. 
I believe in the power of organi­ 
zation. 
It is the strong right arm 
for the defense of the just rights of 
labor , and has accomplished much 
to maintain wages. 
Capital or ganizes, labor must of 
necessity do likewise. 
Or ganiza­

of capital or labor should not be

It becomes, therefore, a matter 
t of grave moment to determine how

ously arbitration is one of the most 
effective agencies to adjust the oft 
recurring differences between capi­ 
tal and labor, 
ÿ 
During my congressional service 
ibthe national government did much 
tfto promote the interests of labor. 
It enacted laws creating the in­ 
dustrial commission ; limited the 
daily hours of labor to eight ; pro­ 
vided the machinery for national 
arbitration ; required railroad com­ 
panies to provide all cars with auto­ 
matic couplers ; enacted measures 
for 
the 
health 
a--.2" safety of 
i miners 
and 
other 
laborers 
in 
I thc^ , territories and the District 
f of Columbia ; and also enacted 
i sundry minor laws to protect labor 
I wherever 
the 
authority of the 
national government can be law­ 
fully exercised. 
^ 
T he state of Missour i has also 
I been swift to r espond to the just 
I demands of labor . 
Missour i has 
’ or ganized a bur eau 
of 
labor 
sta- 
tistics which has pr oven to be an 
invaluable aid in the collection of 
" statistics r elating to the commer - 
' cial, industr ial, social, educational 
^ and sanitar y conditions of wage 
ear ner s. 
Jf f 
W e have pr ohibited fr audulent 
¥ I employment agencies, and estab- 
f lishcd fr ee employment bur eaus in 
^ 
the gr eat cities of Sc. Louis, K a n ­ 
sas C ity and St. Joseph. 
These 
bur eaus ar e in successful oper ation, 


and have secur ed employment for 
thousands of per soas without ex­ 
pense to the bentiiciar ies. 
The laws of this state r elating to 
mechanics Hens ar e among the most 
r easonable and effective of their 
kind of any state in the union. 
Our laws 
also 
guar antee 
the 
wage ear ner the r ight to affiliate 
with labor or ganizations; the r ight 
to vote at elections without loss of 
time or w a g e s; pr otection fr om in­ 
timidation and cor r upt influences 
at the polls, and absolu^^ely pr o­ 
hibit ‘ blacklisting.” 
Missour i pr ohibits the employ­ 
ment of childr en und*r 14 year s of 
age in unhealthy, danger ous or dis­ 
r eputable employments. 
This law 
should be made still mor e effective 
by absolutely for bidding the em­ 
ployment of child labor in mines, 
shops or manufactor ies. 
The law passed by the last legis­ 
latur e cr eating the office of state 
factor y inspector is a most efficient 
aid to labor . 
The fellow ser vant law, passed 
some year s since, has the sanction 
of the supr eme cour t, and is a wise 
and just enactment. 
The r estr iction of “ 
sweat-ohop” 
employments, and the r egulation 
of the sale of their pr oducts ; the 
laws r elating to bake-shops, and 
the pr ovision for t'»^e health of their 
employes; and the “ 
weather vesti­ 
bule” 
r equir ed on str eet car s for 
the pr otection of employes, ar e all 
timely measur es. 
Under 
our 
laws 
a 
day’s la­ 
bor 
is 
absolutely 
limited 
to 
eight hour s in mines, with a gen­ 
er al pr ovision for a like limitation 
as 
to all other avocations. 
The 
law, however , gives the r ight to 
contr act 
for 
longer 
or 
shor ter 
hour s, but exempts agr icultur al or 
monthly wage ear ner s. 
The law pr ohibiting the “ 
tr uck 
system” 
for the payment of wages, 
and r equir ing their 
payment 
in 
lawful money, is a just measur e. 
Debts 
to 
labor 
and employes 
have pr ior ity in Missour i, except 
in case of specific liens. 
Cor por ations of other states may 
be sued, and if wages ar e r educed 
thir ty days notice must be given of 
such intention. 
Mine oper ator s ar e r equir ed to 
pay their employes ever y fifteen 
days, 
under 
penalty 
of 
double 
damages. 
Semi-monthly payment of em­ 
ployes of manufactur er s is also r e­ 
quir ed. 
The last legislatur e passed four 
gener al laws, to fur ther safe-guar d 
the health and safety of miner s. 
In 
my opinion, 
however , the 
most impor tant law enacted by the 
last gener al assembly in r espect to 
labor , was the 
act 
cr eating the 
state boar d of mediation and ar bi­ 
tr ation. 
This boar d has 
alr eady 
pr oved to be ver y effective in ad­ 
justing differ ences between capital 
and 
labor . 
The 
law 
r equir es 
amendment to in ikc it still mor e 
effective, and I am sur e the next 
gener al 
assembly 
will 
give this 
suggestion pr ompt and favor able 
consider ation. 
It will be obser ved, ther efor e, 
that both the national and state 
gover nments have alr eady passed 
laws for the pr omotion of the in­ 
ter ests of Amer ican labor . 
These 
laws, however , while they ar e wi^e, 
and have done much to adjust the 
difficulties between labor and capi­ 
tal, ar e still ineffectual to accoin 
plish the full measur e of r elief to 
which these gr eat inter ests ar e en ­ 
titled. 
I shill not at this time tr ench 
upon the domain of political con­ 
tr over sy. 
I may say, how’^ever , that 
cer tain laws upon the statute books 
(if 
this 
countr y should be modi­ 
fied 
or 
r epealed, 
and 
a 
br oad, 
gener ous, 
commer cial 
policy 
established, 
which 
shall 
give to the pr oducts of Amer ican 
industr y the r ight to contest for 
supr emacy not only ia our own 
mar ket, but in all the mar kets of 
the wor ld. 
The spir it of invention 
has br ooded on the tr oubled water s 
of human toil. 
Labor saving m a­ 
chines, the pr oduct of Amer ican in­ 
ventive genius, ar e busy in ever y 
depar tmeat of effor t. 
Pr oduction 
has consequently 
enor mously 
in­ 
cr eased. 
Incr eased 
pr oduction 
calls for enlar ged mar kets. 
The 
demand, ther efor e, is gr ow ing and 
exigent for a wor ld-wide commer ­ 
cial policy which shall r estor e to 
our countr y its long lost pr owess 
upon the seas, and give to A m er i­ 
can labor continued and pr ofitable 
employment.
